Tlu'y \A05a!ld .s<‘eni lo luive had a speeial giuir<lian angel who kepi llieni froni ihe hegiriiiing from <*m- 
liarkiiig on indepen<lent eainpaigiis of violenee; ihey have always sneeeeded in re-eoinpieriiig llieir 
native soil, noi hy ihe sword hut liy the ploiighshar<^ of iiuluslry. Mven Poland, whose* snprennaey was 
hnl an <*iii.sod<* in Silesian hislory, called llie (mermans hack to colonize and cultivate llic province after 
it was forsaken hy Vaiulals an<l l^ygiaiis at the lime of the IVligralion of IN*oples. Mxeavatlons have 
hrought to light many heaiitifnl weapons ainl oriiaiiietils, itic.liiding those found in the graves of •Vandal 
princes at Sacrau, Kreis Ols near Ureslau (.HOO A. I).), which witness lo the high level of culture in 

Silesia when it was first K<*llled hy (Germanic trihes. Slavs never managed lo estahlish any strong national 
tradition ln*r<% as tlndr induence iierinealed the country only through individual families. Under Slav 
supremacy, the sparsely t>opulated [irovinci* did not recover econoinie prosperity, far less produce any 
notahle cultural aeliievemenls. Henry I, Duke of Silesia (l^iast dynasty) and his wif<% St. I led wig (horn 
at Andechs, Davaria) were therefore gla<l lo weleoiue iie.w H<*lllers who trekked lo Silesia from Upper 
and liower Saxony, Thuringia, tlie KhinelainU Bavaria, Franconia, and the Neiherlunds. Those eoloiiists 
hroiight with them the (German legal eo<le, known as the Magdeburg or Neumarkl l^aw, aiul a free 
jieasanlry, wIki paid more in taxes than the reigning house could ever have made out of serfs" meagre 
dues. As early as the I3lh century charters were granted under this Law to confirm the foundation of the 
towns of Trehiiitz, l^andeshnt, Slriegau, Ijeiihus, Brieg, Liegiiiu, Traehenherg, Beiillieu ()/S, Ols, (Hogau. 
Thirty more towns were founded in the I4lh ceiiliiry and in the Treaty of Trentschin (1335), Casiniir the 
Great, king of Poland, res|)eeting tin* (merman nationality of the settlers, solemnly rciiomioed all claim 
lo Silesia ""for all lime"'. This ileclaralion was repealed in due form four years later. — German Silesia 
found active support in the hishoprie of Breslau whidi was formed about the year 1000, and particularly 
in the work <loiie hy August ine and Premonslralensjaii monasteries; most valuable help was given l)y the 
motiasl<*ries foiiinled hy (lislereiaas at Lenhus, Griissaii, Heinriiiiau, Kaiueuz, Kaudeu ami Hiinmolwilz. - -■ 
In 1 163, after Friedrirfi Barharossa's e.aiupaigu against the Poles had recovered their Silesian heritage 
for the 3 sons of the exiletl Duke Vladislaiis II, Silesia became an iudejiendent dudiy under the protection 
of the (reriiian Kmperor. In 1241, Silesia joined other (Dentral Kuropean countries in a brave defence 
against Mongolian invaders. And in the 15ih century, Silesians repulsed several raids hy the Hussites, 
who, in allianee willi Polish ciiauviiiislH, harried the proviiiee for a decade. While Bohemia at this time 
was ruled hy (Izeehs, Silesia was able to remain German, thanks to the union for defence whidlL all its 
lea<ling famili<*s formed under the leadership of Conrad, Bisliop of Breslau. — Finally, in 1526, our home 
whidi long had been a dependence of the German crown of Bohemia, was acquired by peaceful means 
hy the llapshiirgs, ami liecame the pride of Austria. — Already in the 14th century, under the happy 
auspices of Kmperor Charles IV, cultural an<l iutellectual life had developed considerably throughout 
the eastern marches of the Holy Roman Empire. The arts and crafts of the Renaissance flourished in

KlizahetirH have stood sinoe ihe Hefornialioit on ihe 
easl and wesl sides of ihe Uiuf:: (Markrl Square), After 
the. terrible invasion liy tin* linns, ihe lower of St. Kli- 
zabelh’s heeaine a fort. The south tower of Mary IVIafit- 
daleiie’s eoiiLained ihe ‘"Poor Sinners*' Hell”, eelehraled 
in many a le|j;eud, and perpelualed hy W. Muller in his 
famous ballad about the hell-founder of Hreslnii. For 137 
years it railed the ]ieuilent to eonfession. On Ul. 10, 152.3, 
It rant; for live first I’rolestant serviee; later it was runp; 
when any baek-slider had lo appear before the Klders of 
the Chiireh. The eutustrophie lire of 17.5. 19-15 melted it 
and it literally fell in drops. 

The Romauescine portal iiexl it (e. 1200) was originally 
in a Prcinonstrate.nsiau monastery, wliieh was destroyed in 
J.529 to prevent the advaneing Turks from usintij it as a 
base. It was transferred to the. south side of Mary Ma^da- 
lene’s in 1546.

In January loud six^akors in the atrools of Breslau began to slioul every hour a mesHage llial 
elnlled llie hearts of the people: “Women and ehildreu, leave the town on foot in the direclion 
of Opj)erau-Karuh! ” It was in the depths of winter and the Oder was frozen over. At a teniperaluro 
of at least ■ 20^^ thousands of woinen of all ages with perambulators, sledges ami little draw-carts 
set out on roads deep in snow. Eye-witnesses have given dreadful reports of this march to death. 
Thousands of dea<l babies lay frozen in the ditches on the way to Liegnitz, left behind by the 
panic-stricken populace. In Neumarkt more than 40 dead infants alone were counted on a clean 
bier of straw in the market-place. The ditches by the roadside were filled with trunks, bedding 
and clothing, and the loudspeakers continued to shout: “Women and diildren, leave the town 
at once!”
